Willi llosekraiis com- 
mander of the West, anil l5iirnsidG in the 
East, there may bo a lull in jiopular feeling 
in the North to allow theiu time to do some- 
thing. But if they fail, if they proya as un- 
succesBful as their predecessors — what 
then ?
